Therefore, in drawing « political 
frontier. adequate safeguards were necessary. against disruption of 
the existing economic conditions, these cover strangements for 
varying periods up to a maximum of fifteen years for impartial man- 
agement and equal rights over railways, for common duties on many 
products, inctuding coal and zinc, and the maintenance of the Ger- 
moen mark in the regions assigned to Poland. 

Viscount Ishii, in winding up the session of the Council, said 
that the solution reached marked the decisive hour in the life of the 
League, and was bound to contribute to the pesce of Europe and the 
world.

The variation in the electrical’ 
resistance of the akin under the 
infloance of emotion, first noticed 
by the French physiologist, Pere 
in ISSS, and aince studied by 
Tarchanow, Veraguth, Muller, 
and other. scientists, offers a 
fascinating field for research, 
writes Dr. 
Macfie. 

Tho variation, sometimes term- 
ed the “galvanic reflex,” . is 
‘obviously of value as an objective 
criterion of emotional manifesta- 
tions, not only in nourasthenic 
subjects, butin all kinds of people, 
uoder all kinds of conditions. 
Emotions are notoriousty decep- 
tive. The histrionic can simulate 
emotions suitable to any situa: 
tion, and can deceiva not. only 
onlookers. but alsa themselves. 
Tho hssterical can make “much 
ado about nothing”. with a great 
deal of plausibility, The stoical 
can suppress all outward mani- 
festations of feeling. 

A TEST FOR HUMBLO. 

~ But histrionics, bysteria, hum 
bog. hypocrisy are all betrayed 
by the skic. Louis XVI, sur- 
rounded by a fierce mob, chal- 
lenged: “Am Lafrail? Feet wy 
polse!™ Bus tnougs his pulse 
might have been steady, his skin 
would probably bave told another 
story. 

Tha pseudo-poot may roll bis 
eye in a fine frenzy, bot the little 
galvanometer-needle will. prick 
him like a gasbag. The romantic 
lover may sigh like a furnace, but 
the still fingez will point scorn at 
bim. | The tubthomper may 
thump his tub’ but valess he be 
sincere the peed]- will not budge. 

It seems, indead, quite certain 
thet every genulne emotion, 
whether dve ta physical or 
psychical causes, produces ap 
alteration’ in the electrical 
conductivity by a galvanometer. 

By no possible effort can a 
man suffering from genuine 
emotion inhibit the reflex and 
steady the needle. On-the other 
band, no simulated or irseginary 
emotion, however violent in its 
outward manifestations, makes 
the needle even woodble, for 
fictitious emotions are not even 
skin-dzep. 

INSTRUMENT THAT CANNOT 

BE FOOLED. 

Dr. Golla, of St. George's Hos- 
pital, who bas made & special 
study of the skin reflex. states in 
bis recent Croonian lectures :— 

The refl-x cannot ba inhibited 
by any voluntary eiort oa the 
partof the subject. Trnava sought 
for evidence of sobibition either 
of the response to physical or 
verbal stimuli in over a hundred. 
subjects, but have never met with 
evidence of any direct voluntary 
power either to inhibit or modify 
the reflex. . 

On the other hand i} is impos- 
sible to evoke it (the reflex) by 
simulation of affective states 
such as fictitious «age. mor 
can . the mere recitation 
of emotional poetr., no 
matter with what emphasis is be, 
declaimed, produce a reaction, 
unless by some chance a phrase 
acts asa stimulus toevok2 some 
associatiua with a personal ex- 
perienca of affzetive import.”

MEASURING CHARACTER, 

Tt mast be noted, howevar, that 
though thére can naver. ba 
genuine emotion without an 
equivalent galvanic reflex, and 
though the galvanic reflex is 
alwsya lacking when emation is 
fictitious, yet there can 
galvanic reftex in the absence of 
genn ne emation, since it is found 
thata stimulus which has once 
produce! emotion and tho reflex, 
May on repetition, reproduce 
tho reflex without reproducing 
thea emetion. Bot this qualifica- 
tion detracts little from the valua 
of the criterion. 

Ibis probable that many inter~ 
esting objective maasurements of 
charactor and mentality might ba 
made bs the gatvanometer, For in- 
stance, the comparative response 
in different races and different in- 
dividuals to physical injury, to 
insult toactual.paip, and to threat 
of pain. There is reason, indeed, 
to believe tbat it might be passibls 
even to measure imagination and 
intelligence by this reflex, for 
Miss Waller tested the ‘sk<in 
responses of 7) studenta to 2 
series of standardised stimuli, 
and found that the students 
whosa responses were most activa 
made most marks at asubsequent 
examination. But more investiga- 
tions in thesa directions are re- 
quired. ~ 
VALUE [S DETECTION OF CRIME. 

In the investigation of sub- 
conscious disorders tha galvanic 
reflex ought to be of groat value, 
for, in accordance with what is 
stated above, the mention of any 
facts or words or the exhibition of 
any objects with formeremotional 
associations may prodace the 
skin reflex, even after the emo 
tion itself ia no longer evoked. 

Still more should the reflex be 
of valae in criminal examinations 
for the criminals skin would 
certainly betray the criminal’s 
feelings. Imagine, for instance, 
a& man suspected of murder snd- 
denly confronted with the mur- 
derous weapon, or a men 
suspected of theft presented 
with a stolen article, or a 
man accused of forgery requesied 
to write the forged signature— 
would no: the stimolos in the 
‘case ofa guilty man almost cer- 
tainly preduce emotion with its 
concomitant skin-reflex? 

Whatever the practical pheno- 
menon may b- it is at leasta 
most interesting illustration 2f 
the intimate relatisaship between 
mood and bods.

about them; they are often 
panegyrical, they are the formal 
praise on a forma! occasion of 
great men. . 

And Lord Rosebary does no} 
always pierce right through the 
formality of the occasion to those 
instinctively true personal atter- 
ances which ‘literature is 
privileged toexpress. “Yat heis 
generally far more than brilliant 
and competent. He illuminates 
bis appreciations of statesmen by 
flashes of insight drawn from his 
own political experience. His 
stadies of literary men are often 
made alive, not only by his real 
delighs in books and his “‘bookish”™ 
habit, bat also by his search for 
what is human in them.
